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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant has not specifically and distinctly 
pointed out the supposed errors in the final rejection mailed on 3 July 2007. The applicant's argument is a general allegation that the 
claims define a patentable invention without specifically pointing out how the language of the claims patentable distinguishes them from 
the references. Indeed, the examiner could not find so much as one instance in which the applicant specifically and distinctly pointed out 
the supposed errors in the final rejection mailed on 3 July 2007. 

For example, the applicant argues (middle of p. 1 1 ( where underlined) that the reference does not teach M a value of the reward is based on 
the individual quantities of each consumable detected as being consumed by the imaging device". The rejection (para. 3, last two lines) 
states that this is taught at col. 5, lines 18-26 of Allen. The applicant does not point out the supposed errors in this element of the 
rejection. 
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
